proceeded to make mincemeat out of 


him and exposed him as a drivelling 


Nevertheless, as our counsel 
predicted, the magistrate committed 
us for trial by announcing, amid a gale 


of derisive laughter, “That even to | 


Suggest that there were differences 
between races might be construed as 
inciting racial hatred.” 

That was many years ago before the 
Race Relations Inquisition had 
entrenched itself as it has today. How 
much more of a heinous offence would 
it be in today’s climate of oppression? 

I ask this because just recently there 
have been several occasions when 
medical charities have used the 
facilities of Channel 4 TV to appeal 
for Black and Asian organ donors. 
This, they said, was because very few 
Blacks and Asians were bequeathing 
their organs for transplants and that as 
almost all the available organs came 
from Whites, they were incompatible. 

What’s this? Are they suggesting 
that the obvious differences between 
races are not merely cosmetic; that 
they are not, as we have been told 
over the years, literally skin deep? 


Is this not an offence under the 
Race Relations Act? Why hasn’t the 
commissar of the Commission for 
Racial Equality, Herman Ousely, 
oozed forward to denounce these 


racialist reprobates and demand that 


they be prosecuted? 

Can it be that the law operates on 
double standards. Or is it simply that 
it has no standards at all? 


SAILING UNDER FALSE 
COLOURS 
The revelation that the Labour Leader’s 
father changed his name by deed poll 
from Parsons to Blair should come as 
no surprise to anyone.

up one of them was hitting me over 
the head with a bottle.

Stephen was rushed to hospital where 
he needed 18 stitches in a head wound. 
One of his teeth had been knocked out 
and he was covered in bruises. In 
another incident two men came out of 
a pub to go home and were attacked 
by 20 Asians who set about them with 
bottles. Both were severely cut and 
one received extensive bruising. In 
the same week, an unnamed 16-year- 
old was chased and attacked by a 
dozen Asians — two of them carrying 
axes. The teenager was stabbed and 
could have been killed before residents 
who knew the boy rushed to his aid. 
The cowardly attackers then ran off. 

This incidently is a recurring 
pattern. Last summer, BN reported 
upon another Asian killed by fellow 
Asians in Tower Hamlets at the same 
time as 30 other Asians attacked one 
white man. The man was saved from 
death by his little boy who bravely 
threw himself on top of his dad to save 
him from further harm.

WHITE 
PARENTS 
SHUN ETHNIC 
SCHOOLS 


In Sheffield, white parents are opting 
out of two schools in Tinsley which 
are 70 per centnon-white, and sending 
their children a mile away to 
Brinsworth, near Rotherham. Tinsley 
infant and nursery school head 
teacher, Mrs. Henry bewailed the 
fact that most parents have cottoned 
on that ethnic minority pupils hold 
their own children back from learning. 
She said: “Many of the white parents 
don’t even give us a chance.” But she 
admitted that bi-lingual children had 
special help. That of course confirms 
what parents fear in the first place: 
that ethnic pupils poor grasp of English 
holds all the children back. Some 300 
Sheffield pupils have defected to 
Rotherham and more are expected to 
follow since the defections will have 
the effect of making Tinsley even less 
white than it otherwise might be. Jan 
Woodhead, head of the most non- 
white school in Sheffield was quoted 
in the Sheffield Journal trying to 
tempt white parents and pupils back 
to Tinsley school by saying: “by 
going [elsewhere], children would be 
losing out on an enriching 
experience.” 

Further north in Keighley, a similar 
boycott by white: parents of schools 
with a high Asian percentage is in 
operation. White parents are sending 


their children to schools miles away 
to escape the inferior education offered 


at Keighley schools. An Asian 
governor confirmed the scale of the 


‘problem and the impact that falling 


numbers have on school funding: 
“White parents consider that because 
the majority of pupils are Asian, 
education will be inferior.” 

Across the Penines, one furious 
father is threatening to pull his boy 
out of a Blackburn school because of 
its focus on Islam and Asia.

On the contrary, 150 years of 
British rule has given Hong Kong a 
standard of living that people on the 
Chinese mainland would cheerfully 
kill for. . 

Thousands of triads can now be 
expected to come to Britain and visit 
the ‘benefits’ of multi-culturalism 
and multi-racialism on the British 
people. They will be among anything 
up to 5 million Chinese to come 
within a few months. While no-one 
really expects 5 million to come 
here, it could easily be one or two- 
million. Does Britain really need 
another flood of immigrants, all of 
them competing for scarce 
resources?

And who is going to pay for it? 

To add insult to injury, the foreign 


= 


currency and gold reserves acquired 
under British rule which maintained 
Hong Kong as an island of calm and 
prosperity during the communist 
terror on the mainland is to be left 
intact for the Chinese leaders to 
loot. A staggering £38 billion is to 
be handed over to the killers of 
Tianamen Square. Thatmoney could 
pay for 760 new hospitals at £50 
million each or build 25,000 primary 
schools, or it could be used to wipe 
out this government’s disastrous 
borrowing for a year. It should be 
remembered that when Britain took 
over Hong Kong 150 years ago, it 
was just a simple fishing village. 

The government is quite aware of 
the scale of the problem and last 
year revealed that 4.4 million new 
homes are required urgently. At the 
same time, Hong Kong businessmen 
have wiped out the 
massive Tory party debt 
of a year ago and filled 
their coffers to 
overflowing. There has 
been a lot of fuss lately 
about cash for questions 
and government sleaze. 
What has been buried 
though is government 
corruption on a grand 
scale.

Following the historic victory of the 
Front National at Vitrolles in 
February, the FN have been 


‘constantly in the spotlight of media 


attention. The FN held its tenth 
national congress in Strasbourg and 
is repositioning itself in French 
politics so as to offer more than a 
focus for just racial issues. 

As the BNP is beginning to do, 


the FN is starting to concentrate 


even more than it has done on the 
economy. The appeal of the FNhas 
shown signs of expanding beyond 
its traditional core of conservatives 
and pieds noir — the dispossessed 
French booted out of Algeria.

In other words, to make it 
just another party among others. 
The FN would have different views 
of course, but it would nevertheless 
be just another party — no big deal. 

As part of this, Jean-Marie Le 
Pen has toned down his anti- 
immigrant rhetoric and conc- 
entrated on new areas. The new 
Strategy is to sell the FN as the ‘big 
alternative’, opposed to the broad 
consensus of French political life. 
On Europe, on immigration and on 
the theme of import controls, the 
Front National is markedly different 
from the other parties. The reward 
for the Front is that 47% of people 


claim to be impressed by the 
FN’ s new programme as opposed 
to 11% who feel personal 
allegiance to Le Pen himself, and 
who can be regarded as the Front’s 
hardcore support.

When the British National Party 
contests the neat General Election the 
party will have distributed, courtesy 
of the Post Office, some two-million 
leaflets that will reach more than 
four-million voters. 

For the BNP, this will be a massive 
recruitment exercise and also a mass 
exercise in fighting elections. Some 
time after the next General Election 
when the public finally sees through 
Labour (who BN believes will win), 
there will be enormous opportunities 
for the BNP. Having done our 
recruiting in this election and having 
trained branch organisers right across 
the country in the necessities of fighting 
elections, the party will be well placed 
to take advantage of any opportunity 
which presents itself. 

This month, BN features John 
Tyndall and Dave King who are both 


standing in London’s East End. Mr. 


DAVE KING 


King is standing in the Bethnal Green 
& Bow constituency solely within the 
borough of Tower Hamlets, and Mr. 
Tyndall is standing in the Poplar & 
Canning Town constituency which 
straddles both Tower Hamlets and 
Newham. Mr. King is the party’s 
Tower Hamlets organiser and has 
stood previously in local elections in 
Holy Trinity ward in May 1994 getting 
25 % of the vote and Weavers in 1995 
where he notched up 16.1%, and Mr. 
Tyndall is the party’s leader and 
Chairman and last stood in the 
Dagenham parliamentary by-election 
of 1994 when he saved his election 
deposit with 7 % of the vote — the first 
BNP candidate to do so. 

Both seats are inner city 
constituencies and are two of the 
poorest boroughs in the country. 
Tower Hamlets currently has 40,000 
Bengalis resident and although the 
borough has given the party some 
very good votes, the massive weight 
of immigration into this borough could 
overwhelm the native cockneys. 

Boundary changes mean that the 
party’s best wards — Beckton, 
Millwall and Custom House & Silver 
Town — from the 1994 metropolitan 
council elections in London are 
grouped into one constituency — 
Poplar & Canning Town, where the 
party notched up 33%, 28% and 27% 
of the vote respectively. 

In the Bethnal Green & Bow 
constituency, Dave King looks set to 
be the only serious white candidate to 
represent East Enders as the Tories 
and Lib-Dems are fielding Asians and 
Labour are fielding an African, also 
by the name of King (no relation!). 


Contrary to appearances, the Labour 
candidate, Oona King is a product of 
racism. Namely, that the strongest 
candidate — an Asian was disbarred 
by Labour HQ who hoped for either 
a white candidate or a black, but 
specifically not an Asian. This is 
because Labour feared an Asian 
candidate would drive its voters 
towards the BNP, thus Labour have 
already played the race card! 
Adding to the interest is that the 
Asian candidate Labour disbarred, 
Rajan Jalal, is still to decide whether 
to stand as an independent candidate 
in protest — which would draw off 
Labour’s huge block Asian vote. 
Barring excellent results elsewhere, 
one of these two seats is sure to 
produce the party’s best result on 
May Ist. A full election report will 
appear in the next BN which will be 
held over to include the results.
